No  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  either  vd.th  or  ;>d.thout  paralysis 
have  been  notified  during  I960, 

The  number  of  people  taking  advantage  of  the  facilities  for  immunisation 
against  whooping  cough,  smallpox  and  diphtheria  continues  to  be  very  small  and 
the  initial  wave  of  enthusiasm  for  poliomyelitis  immunisation  is  slowly  lapsing 
into  apathy  again. 

The  one  case  of  paratyphoid  occurred  in  an  old  lady  over  75  years  but 
despite  investigation  the  source  of  the  infection  was  not  traced. 

iJ-though  5 new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  2 more 
than  in  1959?  the  general  doimwmd  trend  of  the  disease  is  evident.  The  Mass 
X-ray  Unit  circulated  in  the  area  during  I960  and  the  response  was  moderate. 

3.  Housing 

Many  visits  were  paid  to  people  on  the  v/aiting  list  for  Council  houses 
and  their  needs  assessed  according  to  their  circumstances  but  re-housing  them 
presented  a very  difficult  problem  to  your  Council  because,  although  the 
building  of  new  houses  continued  during  the  year  there  were  still  an  insufficient 
number  of  them  to  fulfill  the  demand  for  them  especially  for  the  aged. 

A separate  section  is  compjf^ed  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for 
the  report. 

In  conclusion  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Riblic  Health 
Department  and  other  departments  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during 
the  year.

5,  Smoke  Abatement  - Industrial  smoke  pollution  cannot  be  considered  a major 
problem  in  ohis  semi-rural  area  and  informal  action  sufficed  to  deal  with  isolated 
complaints  of  smoking  chimneys,  burning  rubbish,  etc.

In  the  ten  year  periodj  January  1951  to  December  I960,  2,l60  ashclosets 
have  been  connected  to  the  water  cojrriage  system. 

During  the  year  a third  compulsory  scheme  involving  105  conversions  was 
prepared, 

11,  Housing  - As  in  other  years  much  of  the  work  of  the  department  was  concerned 
with  the  housing  accommodation  and  living  conditions  of  the  residents  of  the  area. 
Slum  clearance  continued  but  on  a somewhat  reduced  scale  and  increased  attention 
was  given  to  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  housing  stock  of  the  area.  The

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The  Council's  slum  clesrance  liability  continues  to  be  reduced  by  the 
improvement  and  reconditioning  of  property  and  by  tho  contribution  of  the  Council's 
scheme  of  Loans  for  House  Purchase  and  Improvement  which  enables  owner  occupiers 
to  purchase  and  extend  the  life  of  older  properties. 

House  improvement  works  continued  to  be  mainly  carried  out  by  o-^mer  occupiers, 
tho  National  Coal  Board  being  a notable  exception  to  this  tendency,  for 
improvement  grant  works  to  thoir  properties  proceeded  during  the  yctr.

13,  - Collection  of  refuse  was 

maintained  on  a weekly  basis  during  the  year  with  the  exception  of  some  colliery 
property  and  Coxincil  housing  estates  where  the  volume  of  refuse  necessitated  a 
second  clearance  per  week.  The  substitution  of  dustbins  for  foul  ashclosets  under 
the  Council's  compulsory  conversion  schemes  continued  to  improve  the  working 
conditions  of  the  cleansing  staff  and  o-seisted  in  reducing  vehicle  operating  costs. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  one  of  the  older  cleansing  vehicles  was  replaced  by 
a diesel  engined  refuse  collector  with  consequent  economies  in  fuel  consumption. 

The  bulk:  of  the  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Riverside  site  at  Millington,  tho  Coimcil's  angledozer  again  proving  invaluable 
in  consolidating  and  controlling  the  tip. 

Salvage  collections  increased  from  4^  tons  in  the  year  1959  to  61  tons  Tg-  cwts, 
in  i960  with  a proportionate  increase  in  income, 

Factories  Acts  1937  and  19 AS  - During  the  year  67  inspections  of  premises 
subject  to  the  Factories  iicts  were  made  principally  in  connection  with  sanitary 
accommodation 

In  conclusion  I would  express  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  my  appreciation 
of  their  support  and  encouiragement  during  the  year  and  my  sincerd  thanks  to  my 
colleagues  and  all  the  staiff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  invaluable 
assistance  and  co-operation.
